D. B. Menzies Suggests Well 

Be Dug Near International 

Suction Pumps; Estimated 

Cost $2500. 

A long distance telephone call 
from D. B. Menzies, provincial 
sanitary engineer, Edmonton, on 
Tuesday (moaning revealed that 
the samples of water taken from 
the International well last week 
were pure. He recommended that 
the council go ahead-with the pro¬ 
posal to dig a well near the suc¬ 
tion pumps at International. 

The proposal to dig such a well 
came at a special meeting last 
week, which was attended by Mayor 
Antrobus, Councillors Aboussafy 
and George Jenkins; George Kel- 
lock, general manager of Inter¬ 
national Coal Co.; and D. B. Men¬ 
zies, provincial sanitary engineer. 

It was the opinion of Mr. Men¬ 
zies that cattle were causing con¬ 
tamination of the water. He sug¬ 
gested that a well be dug near 
the International suction pumps. 
He had taken samples of water 
from a disused well nearby, and 
from these samples found the water- 
pure. 

It was Mr. Kellock’s opinoin that 
the excavation of such a well, plus 
pipes, etc., would not exceed $2500. 
The well would have an 8 inch con¬ 
crete wall, 7 feet in diameter, 25 
feet deep and (built 6 feet above 
the surface with a strong concrete 
cover. 

At the council meeting on Tues¬ 
day evening the council decided 
to interview the Water and Light 
Company officials and take some 
definite action. The meeting was 
arranged for 4 p. m. Wednesday. 

Iron Lung 
Ready For Any 
Emergency 

Placed in Sun Porch; 

Fixtures of Sturdy Design. 

The iron lung, the gift of 
Viscount Nuffield, has been set up 
in the sun porch of the Miners’ 

hospital and ia now ready Cor any 

emergency. The machine is of 
sturdy design, the cabinet being 
made of metal. 

The lung is known as the “Both” 
Cabinet Respirator. The mattress* 
which is rubber of unusual soft¬ 
ness, is known as the Dunlopillo 
Mattress. All the rubber parts 
were supplied by the Dunlop Com¬ 
pany. Accessories on the cabinet 
include a window through which 
the doctors are able to see the 
patient’s body withoout disturbing 
the patient, a small metal door 
through which the attendants can 
reach and administer to the patient, 
a guage known as a manometer 
which registers the pressure inside 
the cabinet, and in front of the 
cabinet is a leather head rest. 
The front of the cabinet is separ¬ 
ated, and can be drawn out in order 
that the patient can be placeed in¬ 
side the cabinet. 

A 3-inch hose leads from the 
cabinet to the respirator, which 
is driven by an electric motor.

Labor Minister Norman Mc- 
Larty has released the report of 
a cost-of-liying commission which 
found that no cost-of-living bonus 
is payable to employees of coal 
mining operators in Alberta and 
British Columbia for the period 
April 1 to August 31 of this year. 

The commission, of which George 
E. Britnell of the University of 
Saskatchewan at Saskatoon was 
chairman, was appointed to inquire 
into and determine the amounts, 
if any, to be paid! by way of a 
cost-of-living bonus to coal em¬ 
ployees. The other two commis¬ 
sioners were Clement Stubbs of 
Calgary and Garfield Graham of 
Nacmine, Alta. 

Under an agreement between the 
United Mine Workers of America 
atid coal operators in Alberta and 
British Columbia there was a pro¬ 
vision that bonuses should be paid 
only if the cost of living since the 
date of the previous change had 
increased five per cent or more.

Now Is The Time 


Evaautioa Of Children 

How They Are Being Looked After 
In Their Own CXnintry 
We have been reading so much 
about the evacuation of chidlren from 
Britain to Canada that we may have 
had our Interest dulled In the matter 
of how the evacuated-from-London 
children are being looked after in 
their own country. And so the fol¬ 
lowing taken from an English wo¬ 
man’s letter to a Canadian friend 
may be welcomed by some of my 
readers: 

"I am fairly busy. On some days, 
If I am needed, I help at the child¬ 
ren’s canteen," so writes this Eng¬ 
lishwoman. "The canteen serves din¬ 
ners to hundreds of London chil¬ 
dren evacuated here. The whole din¬ 
ner is cooked by the Women’s Volun¬ 
tary Service, and is served by them, 
and all washing up is done by them. 
Some of the women doing this are

The latter recommendation is made on the assumption that the state¬ 
ments made in the article in question are based on facts and, In any event 
It must not be forgotten that Hitler’s avowed objective is not merely the 
subjugation of Great Britain but the destruction of the entire British Em¬ 
pire, with Canada as one of the richest plums in prospect, if the programme 
could be carried out. 

A German invasion of Canada, as pointed out in the article, pre-sup- 
poses defeat of Great Britain, but it would not be out of character for Hit¬ 
ler to make such an attempt without waiting for such a dire consummation 
of his plans against the “tight little isle” if, thereby, it would further his 
policy of creating diversions in other parts of the world and causing em¬ 
barrassment and difficulty for British and Empire arms in as many quarters 
as possible. 

The history of the first year of the war in Europe, which has now 
spread into Africa and Asia, demonstrates full well that the Hitlerian plan 
of conquest always incorporates fifth column activities as a prelude to the 
use of guns and tanks, aeroplanes and bombs, armed ships and torpedoes 
as the weapons of invasion. 


Not Fantasic, Perhaps 

Briefly, the article referred to, accompanied by a map, reveals the pur¬ 
ported plan for the invasion and occupation of Canada, said to have been 
adopted by the German high command in 1935, based on the recommenda¬ 
tions of one, Colin Ross, a Nazi spy, who surveyed the country the previous 
year and blue-printed the routes for the invading army. His work is said 
to have covered the Dominion from the Atlantic coast to Regina and from 
the Arctic to the U.S. international boundary. 

Using Iceland, Greenland and the Faroe Islands as stepping stones, the 
army of invasion is to be brought to Canadian shores in a great fleet, which, 
when split into three divisions will make their approaches through Labrador 
and Quebec, through Moosonee on St. James Bay and through Churchill on 
Hudson Bay. Ross is said to have reported that if his plan is followed, 
Canada could easily be dropped into the Nazi basket. 

The plan may sound fantastic to residents of Western Canada who 
geographically, at least, appear at the present time to be remote from the 
battlefields of Europe but, as the author of the article declares: “This Nazi 
agent’s word can well be a warning of events to come. After all, did not 
Hitler always boast of his plans for conquest? That he was not believed 
was not his fault.” 

In the light of events of the past few months, there is nothing fan¬ 
tastic about Hitler’s plans. They have been only too successful up to the 
time he undertook to tackle Great Britain. Two or three months ago, 
probably the whole world, outside of Germany would have scoffed at the 
suggestion that France could be subdued and occupied and brought under 
the Nazi heel in the short space of two or three weeks. Was there not 
the Maginot line and was not the French army acknowledged by expert.^ 
as the best in the world? But it happened and apparently, according to 
plan. 

Only One Insurance 

The people of Canada and of Great Britain have complete confidence in 
their belief that Britain will not, and cannot, be conquered. But, there is — 
assurance that some attempt will not be made against Canada, if Britain 
should suffer temporary reverses. 

The only insurance against defeat, in the events of such an attempt 
being made against this country is full and complete preparedness, not 
only in men but in all resources of wealth and arms, high morale, unflinch¬ 
ing indomltability, the will to sacrifice, a stem sense of duty and alertness 
against fifth column activities and subversive propaganda. And that means 
now. Tomorrow may be too late.

“This war has caused a tremend¬ 
ous domestic upheaval. Scarcely any 
families are together. It has 
become quite usual to take a child 
into your home.

The Government now pays about 10 
shillings a week to the hostess for 
each child. The parents add to this, 
if their means permit, and also sup¬ 
ply clothes and pocket money.

Children of the very poor pay 
nothing, and the Women's Voluntary 
Service make clothes for them. The 
whole situation is made harder by 
the number of Dutch, Belgian, Pol¬ 
ish and Czech refugees.”

Allowances Grow With Forces 
As the strength of Canada’s armed 
forces increases from day to day, 
applications for allowances pour into 
the Dependents’ Allowance Board in 
Ottawa in rising numbers.

London—Gen. Charles De Gaulle, 
leader of French forces fighting with 
Britain, said that 800 French air¬ 
planes, "mainstay of African de¬ 
fence,” were "at this very moment” 
leaving Morocco, Algeria and Tunis 
to be put at the disposal of Germany. 

He said the planes were being 
taken to Istres, in France. 

Speaking in a broadcast he accused 
the French cabinet of "sheltering be¬ 
hind a senile marshal”—Premier Pe¬ 
tain—and betraying France. 

"These soldiers are no longer sol¬ 
diers, these Frenchmen are no longer 
Frenchmen,” he declared.

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NOTES AND COMMENTS 

S HORTENING days remind us that Fall is ap¬ 
proaching. The ever changing seasons give 
variety to life, and nowhere is this variety more 
marked than on the farms or in the mountains. To 
city dwellers the change of seasons means little more 
than from the heat and humidity of summer to the 
cold and slush of winter. On the farm it is different. 
The grain ripens, there is the chill of the early morn 
and late evening, with possibly a touch of frost in the 
higher altitudes, while on the foothills and mountain 
slopes the trees and foliage begin to change into many 
hued colors as the Fall season advances. It reminds 
one of the ever changing scenes of life in general, of 
the joys and pleasures that surround us if we are not 
too engrossed with our daily tasks to pause and take 
note of them. 

T HERE is a trip available to most people living in 
this district and that is through the Crows Nest 
Pass. It is one of ever changing variety, from the 
prairie areas east of Macleod, to the crest of the Rockies 
at Crows Nest, divisional point of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway on its Medicine Hat to Vancouver 
division. Leaving Macleod, you are immediately at¬ 
tracted by the sight of the mountains boldly outlined 
about sixty miles distant. From an altitude of more 
than 3,000 feet you steadily ascend to the maximum 
of 4,400 at Crows Nest. On the way you pass farms 
nestling in the valleys of the foothills, looking so com¬ 
fortable from a distance; through the Indian reserve 
named after the Peigans, and on which are two fine 
schools, under the jurisdiction of the Department of 
Indian Affairs, and supervised respectively by the 
Church of England and the Roman Catholic church. 
On through the Doukhobor colony surrounding 
Cowley, where women may be seen during harvest 
diligently stooking the grain, and wearing their 
brightly colored dresses, past Lundbreck Falls, scene 
of the tragic death in 1929 of two young people whose 
car slid into the river below the Falls, and on to. the 
famous bituminous coal mining areas which mean 
much from an industrial point to Alberta. 

I T is of interest to review the changes of the past 
fifty years in this region. Pack trails through the 
mountains preceded the railroad, which was built from 
Macleod in 1897. Roads that later followed were 
rough and at times it almost seemed an art to balance 
a wagon, or later a car, on the winding roads around 
the hills. Then came the need for surfaced roads, 
while most revolutionary of all in transportation was 
the development of Trans-Canada Airways, whose 
planes twice daily each way fly over the mountain 
ranges at an altitude of from twelve to fourteen 
thousand feet, and carry you from Lethbridge to Van¬ 
couver in less than three hours. 

T HE Crows Nest Pass has tragedy linked with its 
history. It was in 1914 that 190 lives were snuf¬ 
fed out in an explosion at Hillcrest Colleries; earlier 
than that, in 1903, the famous Frank slide buried 
nearly a hundred people without a second’s warning, 
when early in the morning of April 26 millions of 
tons of rock came hurtling down from a peak more 
than 3,000 feet above the town of Frank to wipe out 
a large portion of the town and cover almost a square 
mile of the valley. 

T NDUSTR1ALLY the steam coal mines of the Crows 
A Nest Pass constitute a very valuable *asset to Al¬ 
berta. With a producing capacity of between eleven 
and twelve thousand tons daily, and furnishing em¬ 
ployment to about two thousand people, it can read¬ 
ily be seen that the coal mining industry is a very 
valuable factor, the importance of which is not realized 
by the majority of the people of the province. Not 
only to the premier railroad system of Canada, the 
Canadian Pacific, but to the Consolidated Mining 8i 
Smelting Co. Ltd., are vast quantities of coal and coke 
shipped annually, and for war’s demands these mines 
are ready to supply the heaviest demands at a moment’s 
notice.

Its magnificent scenery, its vast 
national parks, its bracing climate, combine to make 
it a province of which we can justly feel proud, and 
it is a province where there still abound opportunities 
for advancement for those who are willing to follow 
the example of those who came earlier, who saw what 
a glorious future it held, and who worked to make 
their dreams come true.

National Registration 


And Dog Team 

National registration will be car¬ 
ried into the Far North by airplane, 
boat and dog team but the registrars 
will have five months in which to do 
their jobs instead of the three days 
allotted outside the Northwest Ter¬ 
ritories for the general public. 

This task has been assigned to the 
Northwest Territorial administration 
but because of the huge area to be 
covered and the widely scattered 
population, the period of registration 
has been fixed as from August 15, 
1940, to January 16, 1941. 

The territories have been divided 
into seven districts. 

Eskimos and Indians are not be¬ 
ing registered but there will be a 
scattered population of hunters, trap¬ 
pers, prospectors, mine workers and 
those engaged in services to the Arc¬ 
tic pioneers, who will be required to 
register. 

Major McKeand will direct reg¬ 
istrations at the various settlements 
to be touched by the annual Eastern 
Arctic patrol on board the Northern 
supply ship Nascople, and he will 
deputize Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police officers or other reliable
